SPAIN IN FEAR 
OF WATSON’S FLEET.

MADRID, June 30, via frontier.—The rumored coming of an American fleet to 
the peninsula has caused alarm, although the authorities try to conceal the fact.

Especially is this the case on the coasts in the North of Spain, where the de- 
fenses are nowhere complete, except at Ferrol, where there is an arsenal. All the 
other forts on the north coast are protected only by ancient citadels and forts equipped 
with equally venerable cannon. 

In consequence of the report, the annua! influx of visitors to the fashionable wa- 
tering places there will not take place. More than 50 ports between the boundary of 
Portugal and the French frontier will suffer. Even in San Sebastian, the summer 
residence of the Court, half of the houses and villas are tenantless, as it has been offi- 
cially intimated that the Queen and King will remain in Madrid until the end of 
the war. 

Serious resistance must be expected by an American fleet at Ferrol, Cadiz, Co- 
runna, Algeciras, Ceuta, Barcelona and Cartagena, both from fortifications and mines. 
Torpedoes have been prepared and carefully planted at these points in the last two 
months. Spain has also about 20 torpedo boats of 120 tons each, manned by crews 
and officers trained in torpedo schools. 

Pilots are now required in order to enter the ports of Bilbao and Algeciras on ac- 
coufit of the submarine defenses. 

The Spanish arsenals are working night and day to get the second reserwe fleet 
ready. Six thousand sailors of the first reserve have been called out and 36,000 re- 
serve soldiers. Both classes have been trained for two years. All of the principal 
garrisons, including those on the Balearic Isles, have been reinforced, mostly with 
artillery, of which Spain has 17 regiments. 


PREPARING A WAY TO PEACE. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 30.—Spain has not made a direct proposal for peace. The 
State Department has been approached in an unofficial way by the Ambassadors of 
France and Austria and sounded as to probable terms. Secretary Day has declined 
to treat except directly with Spain. No proposition will be considered, he has said, 
unless made directly by the Madrid Government. 

A continental Ambassador, in discussing the prospec:s for peace, says: “From 
advices I have received from my Government, I can unqualifiedly state that Spain 
would sue for peace immediately were it not for fear of an uprising of the populace. 

“The United States would find a treaty of peace exceedingly hard to negotiate, 
as each succeeding ministry will fall should it indorse the acts of its predecessors. 
Spain’s only hope for a solution of the problem without causing a revolution is to in- 
duce some of the powers to step in and force her to sue for peace. It will then ap- 
pear to the people that she is yielding to a superior force. Before this can be ac- 
complished it would be necessary to have a general understanding. between the pow- 
ers as to the definite meaning of this move. 

“I can reiterate my statement that Spain will be induced to make peace propo- 
sitions shortly. She cannot maintain this war very much longer. Every European 
nation appreciates the fact that she is already whipped, and the Ambassadors at Mad- 
rid are even now bringing every possible influence to bear to secure a settlement of 


the war.”

The new revenue war stamp law will go 
into effect Friday, July 1. It behooves all 
persons to take cognizance of this fact. 

Internal Revenue Collector Grenner was 
at his desk early Thursday in anticipation 
of the big rush of perplexed tax payers who 
swarmed ‘into his office all day. 

Many intricate questions are decided. 
One of great importance to the public was 
this: In the event of the Government not 
having the necessary stamps at hand, will 
the dealer be required to hold his ofder or 
refuse the sale of goods until the arrival of 
the stamps 

Mr. Grenner ruled that in all such cases 
the packages or merchandise of any descr'p- 
tions need not be detained to await revenue 
stamps, but if sent out tie package must 
be indorsed: 

“Stamps not being obtainable at time of 
delivery, this package wiil be placed on 
record and returns duly made to the Gcv- 
ernment.™

of all such Shipments or sales and make 
an accounting of them to the Collector 
upon receipt of stamps.

in the convention hall. 
President Van Cleve delivered his annual 


address Tuesday evening. His subject was 
“The Teacher as a Moral Citizen."’ He con- 
tended strongly for the definite teaching of 


morals in the schools. 

The subject of discussion Wednesday af- 
ternoon wes “The Unification of Schooi 
Forces in Southern Llino«.”” Supt. Updike 
led the d.scussion. He was understood by 


many of the teachers to draw a distinction 
between good chafacter and moral char- 
acter. : 

When he concluded Prof. Kirk of Carbon- 
daie requested Mr. Updike to more cieariy 
deiine tie distinction. 

Mr. Updike repeated his declarations, 
and many of the t.achers st.ll faiued to 
Clearly apprehend his thought. 

President Van Cleve then arose to ad- 
journ the session. 
of the stage he said: 

“] f.el sorry for a system of schools 
whose City Superintendent mak:s a dis- 
tinct.on between character and moral char- 
acter.” 

He said it with such evident feeling that 
the convention was amazd. Mr, Updike 
was on his feet insianily raising a quesiion 
of personal privilege.

The following is the text of a proclama- 
tion issued by Aguinaldo, commander of 
the Philippine insurgents: 

Filipinos: The great North American 
nation, the repository of true liberty and 
therefore the friends of: freedom for our 
nation, oppressed,and subjugated by the 
tyranny and despotism of its rulers, has 
come to afford to its-inhabitants a protec- 
tion as decisive as it ig undoubtedly dis- 


interested, regarding our unfortunate 
country as possessing sufficient civilization 


and aptitude for self-government and in 
order to justify this high conception 
formed of us by the great American na- 


jtion we ought to reprobate all such acts 


a@s may derogate from that conception, such 
as pillage, robbery and every class of out- 
rage against persons and property. In 
order to avold conflicts during the period 
of our campaign, I order as follows: 

Article 1. The Hves and property of all 
foreigners shall be respected, including in 
this denomination Chinese and all Spanish 
tradesmen, who have not directly or in- 
directly contributed to the bearing of arms 
against us.

Previous to 
the bombardment the American Admiral 
will allow twenty-four hours to enable Brit- 
ish subjects and other foreigners to leave 
and the British will proceed to Cavite, 
where they will be protected by the guns 
and crews of the Immotralite. It is diffi- 
cult to realize what the Spanish intend do- 
ing with their women and children to avoid 
the fearful consequences of a bombard- 
ment. 

‘They cannot be sent with safety into the 
interior, as the rebels are congregated 
everywhere over Luzon and are rapidly 
centering on Manila. After the manner in 
which the natives have been treated it can 
hardly be —— that they will be mercl- 
ful to any Spanish civilians who may be 
unfortunate enough to fall into their 
clutches, There are thousands of women 
and children in Manila, and it seems a pity 
that the British Consul cannot negotiate 
with both combatants for their removal to 
a position of safety.
